The Smiling “*Tarkio’? Schmidt Wins Carlot Championship 


The seasoned feeder and exhibitor, Mr. 

A. H. Schmidt, of Tarkio fame, at Kansas 
City, Missouri, again topped all carlot ex- 
hibitors when his wonderful load of Aber- 
deen-Angus bullocks were adjudged the 
grand champions of the entire show over all 
breeds. There were acres of pens filled with 
fat bullocks of other breeds and the Schmidt 
load was the lone defender for the Doddie 
title. The 1937 grand champion load at 
Denver was one of the choicest ever exhibit- 
ed at the National Western Fat Stock Show. 
If you have any doubts about this state- 
ment just turn back to the front cover of 
this issue. Look at the thickness, the even- 
ness and the type and quality, there were 
no shaggy ones in this load. Mr. Schmidt 
was confined to his room with a severe cold 
and thus deprived of at least a part of the 
pleasure in making this winning again. This 
makes about ten straight for the molasses 
man, who is largely responsible for the ex- 
tensive use today of molasses feeds in the 
production of highly finished cattle. And do the blacks respond 
to this sort of treatment? Just check up on the achievement of 
Schmidt’s carlots at the big shows for many years past and the 
question will be emphatically answered in the affirmative. 
Things were just pretty tough down in the yards when 
these beautiful blacks passed the auction stand at $15.50 
per cwt., with John Clay selling and Lindner purchasing 
for the Red and White Stores. Bullocks like these are 
worthy of two to three times the price. Richard Monfort, 
of Greeley, Colorado, sold his champion Herefords at 
$14.50 per cwt., and Dan Casement got $14.00 for his re- 
serve champion load of Herefords.-Sni-A-Bar Farms, Grain 
Valley, Missouri, sold their champion Shorthorns at $13.00. 
The 4-H Club show was held on Monday morning. , 
The steers were so many in number that the management found it 
necessary to sort them before they were admitted to the arena. El- 
liott Brown of Iowa did this work. Some of the exhibitors felt that 
the cutting was just a bit too severe, however when the bullocks were 
placed along the rail they agreed that possibly it had not been quite 
severe enough. It is hard to bring calves out to these shows and 
then not have a chance to bring them into the ring. It would seem 
that the Club agents would take this matter up with 
the members and see to it that the more inferior 
specimens are not brought down to the show. Club 
members learn in various ways of course. Perhaps 
the most impressive is to stand your calf alongside a 
better calf. There can be no question then in the 
mind of the youngster. This is usually a rather ex-

An unparalleled achievement was that made by the two sons 
and three daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Nick H. Fox at the 1936 state 
fair at Huron, when with their pure bred Aberdeen-Angus steers, 

they carried off high honors in the senior and junior divisions of 

the state 4-H club baby beef show and in addition took the grand 
championship in the open class against the world. The Fox farm 
is four miles east of Watertown on U. S. Highway 212. 

Breeding will tell, it has been often said, and this remarkable 
winning by the steers exhibited by the Fox 4-H boys and girls 
seems to prove the statement. All of these animals were the get

“T have been in club work for nine years, off and on,” Alfred 


said. “I was in before 1930, and since then was in club work it

“We have been raising the pure bred Aberdeer 
Angus since 1923. Ever since I have been in club work 
I have had a calf of our own breeding to show, and! 
have always placed. It’s been a long pull to get to the 
top, but I think I appreciate it more getting there be 
cause when I started the first year I was only 8th. The 
second year I showed I got two 4ths, on junior ani 
senior, and the third time I had first in class, 3rd and 
grand champion, and first in showmanship.

“That’s as far as I can go in club work in baby 
beef, but I don’t intend to stop there. I am going 
raising cattle with Dad and we are trying for better 
quality than we have ever had before. The only thing 
that will hold us back is the feed. ; 

“I can have one more year in club work, and wil 
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I would like to learn how to care for sheep. We 
take pang: tg tin until recently, but now we have some pure 
a from Chase Brothers flock at Willow Lake, fine stock to get 
a start with. 

“It’s the lack of feed that has held us back these last few years. 

If we'd had the feed this year we would go on next year in a big- 
er way, but I guess now we will have to wait until we see if we 

0 a crop next year. We had to buy corn to finish these steers 
this year for the fair. We had mostly our own barley, of poor, 
light quality, and some rather poor hay, and what sweet clover we 
could cut along the road ditches. The hay was red durum that we 
saw wasn’t going to make a crop so we cut it early for hay. They 
had hay and silage during the winter, and a mixture of barley, 


oats and speltz for grain.” 
Dad Talks Too. 


“We had around 1200 bushels of speltz,” said Mr. Fox, who 
was sitting at the table as we talked. “Speltz is a great live stock 
feed, and yields well here in normal years. In normal seasons I 
can expect from 50 to 60 bushels per acre of speltz. 

“Part of the hay used for feeding these steers was sweet clov- 
er, the tall white, which I seed down with winter rye. It makes 
fine hay, the rye keeping the clover from growing too rank. I cut 

it all for hay as a rule, as it spoils it for hay if I let it go to seed. 
Usually I plant between 300 and 400 pounds of sweet clover seed 
each year. But 1 missed it by not planting last year. I thought 
as it has been so dry it wouldn’t come anyhow. ‘This year I have 
planted 300 pounds of sweet clover, and 280 pounds of alfalfa. I 
used the tall white clover as that seems to grow up and do better, 
and the cattle like it. That’s just my own opinion. I usually plant 
it at the rate of 10 to 16 pounds per acre. I have in about 55 acres 
of sweet clover and about 30 of alfalfa. I have a fairly good stand 
on 20 acres of the alfalfa. It seems to me the white sweet clover 
has more leaves and more small branches, and seems to do better 
here than other varieties in dry years. 

“IT am farming 400 acres in the home place, most of which is 
under cultivation, with the exception of 70 acres of pasture land. 
We rent some hay land in addition. 

“We have 52 head of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus, including 
cows and calves. For milk we keep a few grades, Holstein and 
Aberdeen-Angus crossed. 

“I had raised pure bred Shorthorns before I began with the 
Aberdeen-Angus, but I found myself always hanging around the 
Blacks whenever I went to the fair. One year when I was at the 
state fair, I. L. Jones of Raymond saw me looking at his Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle and came and asked me if I raised the Aber- 
deen-Angus. I said I didn’t but that I had a sort of liking for 
them. He asked me why I didn’t start raising them then, and he 
gave me one of his cards. 

“A while later he had a sale, and I went over to it. I looked 
over all the cattle on the sale list, and none of them just suited 
me. Then I wandered around and found over in a straw shed 
a calf that just took my eye. I saw Mr. Jones and he asked 
me if I was going to buy, and I told him I didn’t like what 
he had to sell, but if he’d let me buy that bull calf I might talk 
business. He nearly bowled me over when he said, ‘Well, if you’ve 
got a check for $175 you can have him.’ That was a lot of money, 
those times when we were used to paying about half that. 

“I thought it over for an hour or two. I went back and saw 
how the cattle were selling, and then took out my check book and 
wrote a check for $175 and it nearly bowled Mr. Jones over, just 
as his offer had me. 

“That calf was Broker 3d, a 4th branch Blackbird, who sired 
Liberty out of one of our cows Highland Quincy C from Campbell 
Brothers of Utica, Minnesota, the bull that Jones bought from 
Gauger & Sons of Clear Lake, who had bought him from me as a 
calf and on which he made his big reputation. 

“The next sire we came in with was Quinton Marshall, 4th 
prize junior yearling at the International in 1923. He was sired 
by Bar Marshall, and was sold in his own barn at Raymond on the 
Jones ranch for $400. His sire, Bar Marshall, was International 
grand champion in 1922. I have in the herd a good many females 
of the breeding of Quinton Marshall. All the cows we now have 
in our herd are of our own raising. We have a good deal of line 
breeding. We started the pure bred herd with females 
from the herd of Campbell Brothers and from Escher 
& Ryan of Harlan, Iowa. I bought two-year-olds cost- mde 
ing me on an average of $150 each. — 

“We have been improving our stock al! the time. 
At present the herd is made up of fairly young animals 
as we sold off all over eight years of age to the gov- 
ernment in 1934, fifty-nine head in all. We used to 
winter about 120 head. I think we will work up to 


“Home on the Range’—Aberdeen-Angus heifers on Airyland Stock 
Ranch just before shipment to John Alexander, Aurora, Ill., where 
they became a foundation for a new registered herd. 
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sixty or seventy head again, depending upon what our feed supply 
on hand may be. It is our plan now to pull our herd through the 
winter. Feed will be a problem. 

“Our present herd sire is an excellent animal. I bought him 
from Kenneth McGregor at the sale at the Hartley Stock Farm at 
Page, North Dakota in 1929. I paid $652 for him, and think I got 
a good bargain. He is a full brother to Revolution of Page 2nd, 
International grand champion in 1928, who was sold to Briarcliff 
Farm in Dutchess county, New York, for $15,000. I wasn’t afraid 
to put my money into this bull, as I had studied the records of his 
dam and his sire. He was out of old Eldorene 3d, a granddaughter 
of old Black Woodland, and I knew what wonderful records her 
line had made. His sire was Glencarnock Revolution 6th, and he 
was bred by Kenneth McGregor’s father, a grand old breeder up 
at Brandon.” 


Mr. Fox Gives Credit to Children. 


Revolution of Page 19th is indeed a most excellent sire. While 
he is not now in anything like show shape, he shows a world of 
type, that blocky, all-beef conformation, set on four pegs which 
appeared so uniformly in the steers that won honors for the five 
Fox children at the state fair. 

Mr. Fox gives the credit for the winnings to his children, but 
of course admits that their animals had good breeding or they 
could not have shown as they did. It takes most of two years to 
make a baby beef, and the boys and girls have a long job. Breed- 
ing and continuous care and feeding must be combined to make 
blue ribbon baby beef. There’s a whole lot in the finishing—which 
so few know how to do. Much credit for [Continued on page 22 


Back to Corn Belt 


Carlot of Western Heifers Desert Range 


Encouragement to Western breeders by recognition of inherent 
value of western cattle to stock growers of eastern and central 
states, finds evidence in an important transaction consummated re- 
cently. John Alexander, Aurora, IIl., purchased for Alexander- 
Carr Lumber Co., 35 choice yearling heifers from Airyland Stock 
Ranch, Lewistown, Montana, for a foundation to be established on 
one of their several fine farms situated in the heart of Illinois’ 
choicest farming district. 

The constitutional vigor and ruggedness of western cattle in 
the feed lots on Mr. Alexander’s Illinois farms, have been proven 
to his satisfaction. He consequently came far out of his district 
for breeding stock with a definite idea in mind when he determined 
to found a registered herd. 

Mr. Alexander is no novice as a breeder of registered Aber- 

deen-Angus cattle. At one time he operated a very exclusive herd 
of cattle in Wisconsin. At that time his herd was made up of 
many imported cattle. However, conditions beyond his control 
caused him to disperse the rerd but the love for fine cattle pre- 
vailed and, now, with favorable conditions and with ripe experience, 
his venture is full of promise for great success. 
Airyland ranks amongst the few large herds of the country 
which is in position to claim consideration in the establishment of 
foundation herds of considerable numbers of uniform age and 
breeding. 

It is an interesting fact that these heifers which have only 
recently learned to eat grain and which scarcely know the shelter 
of a shed are now comfortably located on one of the finest farms in 
one of the best sections of Illinois. 

W. S. Acton of the Airyland Stock Ranch has been engaged 
eighteen years in breeding up this herd to its present perfection, 
and the selection of these heifers for breeding stock on this eastern 
farm speaks very highly of his ability as a breeder of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle.

The James C. Perrin & Sons Sale. 

A visit a few days ago to the James C.

The Perrins have been using good bulls 
for many years as the catalog will show.

They have 
culled their herd closely and regularly,

Silage for Beef Cows. 

Question: At this season 
of the year many inquiries 
come to the College asking 
about the use of corn or sor- 
ghum silage for wintering 
beef cows. 

Answer: Corn or sorghum 
silage is an excellent feed for 
beef cows. An allowance of 
40 pounds per head daily of 
corn silage, and 1 pound of 
cottonseed meal, soybean 
meal, or similar protein sup- 
plement will maintain, dry 
cows in pretty fair condition.

“open house” at the cattle barns. 

Minnesota Breeders Attention. 

There have been some rumblings from 
Minnesota indicating that the time has 
about arrived when the Minnesota Breeders 
should stage an annual show and sale of 
pure bred cattle. Already quite a number 
of good cattle have been pledged.

A gentleman who has recently start- 
ed a herd of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cat- 
tle writes: “I would like to ask your opinion 
about vaccination for Abortion. Do you 
think it advisable to vaccinate heifer calves 
that you keep for your own herd? I have 
nine registered heifers and would like to 
ask your advice on this subject.” Well, gen- 
tlemen, what would you say to this good 
man who evidently wishes to protect his 
herd against this Bangs disease? Would it 
not be fine if a few breeders would give 
their views on this matter for publication 
in the next issue. No doubt many veterin- 
arians will be reading this issue too. Per- 
haps these gentlemen could give some advice 
along this line. This is a subject that is be- 
ing discussed at present. No doubt many 
other Journal readers would be glad to 
know something about what to do and how 
and when. As far as the Journal is con- 
cerned it is not in position to give author- 
itative advice on this subject. 

We did however run across a breeder a 
short while ago who was outspoken on this 
subject and made the statement that he al- 
ways vaccinated his heifers between the 
ages of nine and twelve months and that al- 
though he lived in a dairy section that was 
infested with Bangs disease his herd had 
for years been absolutely free from any 
signs or symptoms of the disease. This 
same gentleman makes a practice of feed- 
ing off all his own steers and does not apply 
the vaccination to them. Whether such 
action is permitted by the State Department 
for interstate shipment is something we 
know nothing about. Will some one please 
help us out of this hole?

The 
cattle weighed at home 1,105 pounds and 
1,073 on the market, differing 32 pounds 
per steer. The shipping costs were 90 cents 
per hundredweight making a net return of 
$11.10 per hundred pounds on home weights. 

Mr. O’Bannon owns a herd of high-grade 
Aberdeen-Angus cows and produces his own 
feeders. He gets cattle of uniform type 
and quality at the minimum cost and along 
with his feeding methods never fails to top 
the market when they are ready. Mr. O’Ban- 
non is a staunch believer in well bred cows 
that give sufficient milk to grow their 
calves rapidly and that are regular breeders.

Mr. Snyder agreed to give i 
us a line on how he hap- 
pened to be in the Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding busi- 
ness. The promise has 
been fulfilled. The accom- 
panying illustration in the 
center of the page shows 
one of the foundation Elba 
of Glyn Mawr cows and at 
the corner will be found a 
snap shot of a group of 
the sweet, lowset heifers. 
At the pasture gate, as we 
left the Snyder farm, was 
huddled in a clump of 
bushes about fifty of the 
nicest prairie chickens one 
could hope to see these 
days, the first we had seen 
for several years. Follow- 
ing is the text of Mr. 
Snyder’s letter:—“As a story writer I am afraid I am no good. 
ae yg mei — ? ev ~~ a sort bgheag aye | ve" —— 
and the bulls we have used. How I happen to in the erdeen- 
Angus breeding business happened all this way. As a farm 
boy on an Iowa farm I first became interested in Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle about 1910 while attending one of the winter short courses 
at Iowa State College at Ames. It was there that I heard Profes- 
sor W. J. Kennedy and Uncle John Goslin extol and set out the 
advantages of the Aberdeen-Angus as beef cattle over all other 
breeds. The way they pointed out the super- 
iority of quality finished beef and selling ad- - 
vantages at the markets impressed me and 
it was not difficult to win my father, who 
bred Shorthorns, with the argument that 
they were hornless and always were higher 
sellers to the packers. He bought a start in 
1910 from the Rosengift Stock Farm at Kel- 
ley, Iowa. They were excellent cattle rich in 
the blood of the International grand cham- 
pion Vala’s Rosegay. I do not have any of 
these cattle today. 


“The first cattle I bought personally in 
1912 at which time I procured two cows from 
the Wilkinsons at Mitchellville, Iowa. We lat- 
er bought more Blue Ribbon Blackbirds by 
Black Oakfield who was a son of the fara- 
ous breeding bull Black Woodlawn the sire 
of two International grand champions. I

still have a few of these Blue Ribbon Blackbirds. From time to 
time we added other females, trying them out for production, dis- 
carding many and retaining mostly families and strains that pro- 
duced good bull calves. It seems that most any good cow will raise 
good heifers but only a few of them will produce good bulls. 

‘Along in 1920 and 1921 Milt Tudor and Roy Frank had a corn- 
er on about all the Elba Ericas in this country. They were extreme- 
ly well bred cattle. So when I had a chance a little later I bought 
all of the Frank Elbas. The older cows were of the Tudor breeding 
and the younger cows were sired by the famous bull Estonian. 

“As for bulls we used first sons of Vala’s Rosegay, then sons of 
Black Oakfield. And then on the record made by Earl Marshall who 
had produced six International grand champions we started to con- 
centrate that breeding. The four sons of Earl Marshall that we 
used were Eolian’s Marshall, winner of second prize in class at the 
Iowa State Fair as a yearling where he defeated Bar Marshall who 
was later made International grand champion bull at Chicago. 
Bobby Marshall was a son of Barbara McHenry 42d a daughter of 
Earl Marshall, so that he was a double bred 
Earl Marshall. Next was Blackcap Marshall 
10th out of a granddaughter of the Interna- 
tional grand champion Blackcap Revolution, 
making him line bred also. 

“Other bulls used were Escort of Maple 
River a son of Black Marshall 2d, the 
Rowles show bull, and out of Erianna 3d 
the foundation cow of the great string of 
Eriannas shown by Rowles and still being 
shown by the Browns of Rose Hill, Iowa. 
For about six years we used the bull, Eric 
H. 4th, the old Escher & Dalgety herd bull. 
He sired some wonderful cattle. The Ames 
Plantation bull that sired the great string of 
winning females at the Chicago Internation- 
al last winter is a grandson of an Eric H. 
4th cow. 

“In 1928 I bought a Congdon & Battles 
bred bull by Killmere 3d of Kemp breeding 
and from an intensely bred Black Woodlawn 
dam. This bull sired the dams of some of 
the best things I have raised lately. In 1934 
we purchased Earl Eric Revolution 2d 476- 
913 who at ten months old was the top bull 
in the Strathmore auction. He is a son of 
Revolution 81st by Blackcap Revolution and 
from the famous show cow, Erica Marie 9th, undefeated two year 
old at all the leading shows of 1931, she being a line bred Earl 
Marshall cow. 

“We have never made a big splurge at advertising but have al- 
ways advertised in a modest way in our local papers, the farm 


_papers and the breed magazine and have always sold our cattle. 


They have gone to several states, as far away as Montana on the 
west and Kentucky on the east. We have never asked nor received 
a big price and yet they have always made us [Turn to page 17

A satisfactory and inexpensive mineral 
mixture can be made by mixing equal 
parts by weight of finely ground lime. 
stone, steamed bone meal, and salt. This 
mixture will supply the minerals most 
likely to be deficient in the average farm 
ration. It can be fed at the rate of about 
one-tenth pound per head daily on silage 
or other roughages fed in a bunk, or it 
can be self-fed to the cattle in boxes con- 
ventiently located in the sheds or lots.

450514 is a daughter of Evince of Woodcote 
413994 who is the daughter of Imp. Elcho 
of Harviestoun and Imp. Evie of Coynachie 
336273. This great blood lineage still car- 
ries on in the Woodcote herd and is produc- 
ing such animals as we like to see about 
us. They cross exceptionally well with the 
Revolution bred bull.

money as they are raised under average 
farm conditions. There is no expensive fit- 
ting, no professional herdsman and no 
string of nurse cows. I believe in healthy, 
producing cattle and test for both t. b. and 
bangs regularly. As we feed no purchased 
steers and purchase no nurse cows we find 
it easier to keep the herd clean.” 

(Editor’s note: Mr. Snyder has been rath- 
er modest about telling you of the winnings 
of calves raised by him at the big club 
show at South St. Paul. We do not have the 
records at hand just at this moment so we 
can not go back very far. However we are 
safe in saying that the record made there the 
past four years by calves from Mr. Snyder’s 
herd will be difficult to equal by any one 
breeder. In the four years there have been 
three grand champions on foot and two 
carcass champions. In 1934 a pair of his 
calves stood first and second on foot and 
held those same positions in the carcass con- 
test. In 1935 they stood first, second and 
third in the yearling section of the show and 
third in the calf class. In 1936 his yearling 
won first, second and fifth and the calf 
stood first in class. The yearling winners 
these two years were the grand champions 
of the shows also. 

At Austin, Minnesota, last fall in a class 
of 143 entries Snyder bred calves stood first, 
second and third, winning the grand cham- 
pionship and supplying the highest selling 
steer in the sale. 

Here is a splendid herd of richly bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle that is making good 
in every way and is being grown under or- 
dinary farm conditions. This is just anoth- 
er proof that Aberdeen-Angus cattle of the 
right kind will make good in the hands of 
any breeder who will give them half a 
chance and something to eat as they go 
along.

omical to use silage in combination with 
straw, hay, or other dry roughage. A good 
combination would be 25 to 30 pounds or 
more of corn or sorghum silage, and 4 or 5 
pounds of legume hay. If timothy, red top 
or other grass hays, straw, or corn stover 
are used as the dry roughage with corn or 
sorghum silage, 1 pound of protein supple. 
ment per head daily will be necessary to 
balance the ration. 

Another combination that has proved to 
be very satisfactory is 20 to 25 pounds of 
silage, 74% pounds of soybean or mixed 
clover and timothy hay, and 2 or 8 pounds 
of wheat straw. Good results have also 
been secured with 20 to 25 pounds of silage, 
7 pounds of wheat straw, and 1% pounds of 
cottonseed meal. 

Including silage in a ration with other dry 
roughages will be helpful in keeping cattle 
in good thrifty condition. Very few cases 
of impaction or other digestive disturbances 
will occur if cattle are fed some silage be- 
cause it is slightly laxative. Access to win- 
ter pasture, plenty of water, and salt, will 
also be helpful in preventing these troubles.

erdeen-Angus fraternity has lost 
est friends and a stauch sup- 
e breed in the passing of Ed- 
Hall of Mechanicsburg, Illinois, 
who died Sunday 
afternoon at St. 
Johns Hospital at 
Springfield, Jan- 
uary 3d. Funeral 
services were 
held the following 
Tuesday at the 
Mechanicsburg 
Methodist church 
and interment 
took place in the 
local cemetery. 
The Illinois State 
Register contain- 
ed the following 
announcement: 

“Mr. Hall died Sunday at 5:35 P. M. in 
St. John’s Hospital after an illness of slight- 
ly more than a month. He would have been 
73 years of age in May.  _ 

“Leaving a sick bed the first of Decem- 
ber to go to Chicago to see six of his seven 
carloads of cattle win prizes at the Inter- 
national Live Stock Exposition, Mr. Hall 
was rewarded by having his entries acclaim- 
ed by officials as the greatest group of show 
cattle ever to be brought to the stock yards. 

“He returned on Dec. 4 and was taken 
immediately to the hospital, where he un- 
derwent an operation the following day. His 
condition improved temporarily, but he fail- 
ed to rally satisfactorily from a second maj- 
or operation performed Dec 22. 

“Known as the ‘Grand old man of the 
International,’ Mr. Hall had never missed 
attending the International Stock show in 
Chicago since it opened in 1900 and had 
been a prize winning exhibitor since 1901. 

“Son of the late David S. and Elizabeth 
Fullenwider Hall, Edwin P. Hall was born 
on his father’s farm, about four miles west 
of Mechanicsburg, on May 29, 1864. He 
attended Mechanicsburg schools and later 
business college in Springfield. 

“His paternal grandfather came to San- 
gamon county in 1834 from Shelby county, 
Ky., because of his strong feeling against 
slavery, and the son, David, father of the 
deceased, was a friend and admirer of Ab- 
raham Lincoln. His maternal grandfather, 

Jacob N. Fullenwider, came here in 1834 
from Kentucky with his parents. 

“The Hall family were engaged in cattle 
business as early as 1850 and drove their 
cattle to market in St. Louis and New York 
over unbroken prairie, a trip requiring 
weeks to complete. They were one of the 
most extensive land-owners in the country. 

“When his father retired as a partner of 
Dan Waters of Mechanicsburg in the cattle 
firm of Waters and Hall, Edwin P. Hall 
took his place, and the firm continued in 
business a number of years before each 
went into business for himself. They were 
dealers in Shorthorn and Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle exclusively, Mr. Hall specializing in 
the last named. 

“Internationally known as the ‘fat cattle 
king,’ Mr. Hall gained wider recognition in 
the Aberdeen-Angus cattle world than any 
other breeder and exhibitor. 

“In addition to the array of trophies that 
have been awarded to the animals that Mr. 
Hall exhibited at the Illinois State fair and 
other agricultural exhibitions of similar im- 
portance, his entries since 1901, the year 
after it began, in the International Live 
Stock show held annually in Chicago have 
gained world-wide fame for Sangamon 
county as the home of high-class Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. 
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“He had received 11 grand championship 
trophies each in the carlot class of Aber- 
deen-Angus yearlings and 2-year-olds, rang- 
ing from 1910 to 1930, establishing a rec- 
ord for the number of grand champions won 
by one individual. 

“His Aberdeen-Angus steers, in loads and 
as single specimens, have been awarded the 
grand champion and reserve grand cham- 
pion prizes, repeatedly, giving his product 
the highest recognition offered in the 
strongest competition in America. 

“In 1930 Mr. Hall served as superintend- 
ent of the beef cattle section of the Illinois 
State fair, and in 1934 was elected to the 
board of directors of the United States Live 
Stock association, an organization formed 
by the government to aid and advise live 
stock men, in recognition of his reputation 
as a live stock expert. 

“E. P. Hall’s reputation in the show ring 
made him sought after as a judge of beef 
cattle in stock shows throughout the coun- 
try and in Canada. In his activities as judge 
he had served three times at the big show 
in Fort Worth, Texas, and at the Brandon, 
Manitoba, Canada, show on two occasions. 
Many times he was called upon to be a judge 
at 4-H club events and affairs throughout 
the United States as well as in Springfield 
and Sangamon county. 

“He wrote a number of articles dealing 
with beef cattle, their selection and care 
for outstanding farm and cattle magazines. 
He was called often to Champaign to dis- 
cuss his method of selecting beef cattle be- 
fore students in the school of agriculture 
and spoke on numerous occasions over radio 
station WLS in Chicago. 

“Remarkably active for his advanced 
years and in good health until several 
months ago, Mr. Hall usually bought his 
calves in Iowa and Missouri and brought 
them to his farms to feed. His judgment in 
selecting was excellent and on rare occa- 
sions did the result prove otherwise. 

“He loved his cattle and often passed 
most of the day in watching and caring for 
them. No matter how large his herd was, 
he knew every steer and calf in it and how 
it was progressing. 

“It is said by his associates that he could 
recognize a sick calf instantly, and he nev- 
er left its side until the danger was passed 
and it was on the road to recovery. 

“Just as cattle was his profession, horses 
were his hobby. He liked to ride around his 
land and always kept a few gaited horses 
in his barns. It was his delight to entertain 
visiting friends with his feats and skill as a 
horseman. On his seventieth birthday two 
years ago, Mr. Hall’s riding at the Decora-

“Mr. Hall’s farm, ‘Hallhurst’, is located 
midway between Mechanicsburg and Buf- 
falo. He resided in Mechanicsburg, but 
spent much of his time at the farm. He 
also owned numerous other farms through- 
out the vicinity. 

“He was a member of the Methodist 
church of Mechanicsburg, the Knights of 
Pythias and the Masonic lodge, holding 
membership in both these organizations at 
Mechanicsburg. 

“Mr. Hall was married on Oct. 10, 1884, 
to Miss Leonora Moffatt of Boody, member 
of an early and prominent Macon county 
farming family. In addition to his widow, 
the deceased is survived by two daughters, 
Lucille, wife of W. L. Chapin, 867 South

Robert Kilbridge, Jr., 1402 South First 
street. A son, David S., died in infancy. 

“Mr. Hall also leaves three grandchildren, 
Robert Louis Kilbridge, Virginia Ruth 
Chapin and Edwin Hall Chapin.

Spring Cove Farm. 


Before I begin my confession as to how 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle came into my life, 
writes W. S. Stowell, of Spring Cove Farm, 
Centerville, Maryland, I am going to have 
to lead off with a brief history so you will 
understand how it was that I fell for the 
Doddies. You see, there is a little romance 
mixed into the story and I don’t want to 
hold back anything. 


First, let me tell you about myself. I am 
a city fellow—born and brought up in the 
city—and I have had to work hard in one 
of the cussed places ever since. Maybe that 
is why I dreamed about a farm on the 
Eastern Shore of Maryland before I had ev- 
en had an opportunity to see what the place 
looked like. The location part was probably 
just a geographical hunch but in any event, 
I began to look around for the farm I had 
been dreaming about and early in 1931 I 
found myself with a title to 250 acres of 
dilapidation and depletion, located not far 
from Centreville, in Queen Anne’s lovely 
county, where Reed’s Creek joins the Ches- 
ter River. The farm was called “Green-

As I had picked it out while I was 
consclous, it was up to me to carry on. | 
had a fairly accurate idea as to how long it 
would take and what it would take to re- 
juvenate the soil on my new farm in the 
way of extensive drainage, deep plowing 
heavy liming, minerals, green manure and 
endless hundreds of tons of animal manure, 
The manure was the important thing. How 
to get it was my next problem. Feed was 
plentiful and several permanent pastures 
had been started, of which I am now justly 
proud. A dairy herd with milk selling at 
starvation prices and with ail the troubles 
which attend that business was decidedly 
not attractive. Besides, a milk herd requir- 
ed a lot of labor and all available labor was 
needed on the soil. I turned to beef cattle. 
That sounded more reasonable. What kind? 
Investigation indicated that Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle were well established on the 
Eastern Shore and the number of enthusias- 
tic breeders insured interest and market- 
ability. The breed was strong, hardy and 
gross feeders—consequently excellent ma- 
nure producers. Best of all, they required 
little attention. Beef prices were low but! 
figured by the time a herd was built up, 
price improvement could reasonably be ex- 
pected. The Aberdeen-Angus were reported 
to be docile cattle. When I walked in my 
pastures, I had no desire to contest the 
right of crossing with an ornery bull. 


I started by purchasing a few animals. 
As they produced they were weeded and 
new stock added. Today the Aberdeen-An- 
gus herd at Spring Cove Farm is still small 
but much improved in quality. They have 
done everything expected of them—ate all 
the surplus fodder and made plenty of the 
kind of fertilizer a farm soil most needed. 
The day is near, I am sure, when the Aber- 
deen-Angus herd will more than pay their 
way in actual dollars earned. 

The herd is kept in permanent pastures 
near my home where the beautiful animals 
can be seen and admired. Several of them
